WICHITA, Kan.—The ghost of 
Carrie Nation is 
«talking again 
through the old Eaton House, once 
the Hotel Carey, where, ir. the sa­ 
loon resplendant with gold paint 
and mahogany, the famous woman 
reformer seized an axe and Smash­ 
ed the bar and cut to ribbons u 
picture of Venus, painted by John 
Noble, of Wichita, now nationally 
known artist. 
Cace more the charges of vice 
that stirred Mrs. Nation to action 
have arisen, and frequent arrests 
have been 
made on 
immorality 
warrants, in the old house. The 
Eaton Rouses astonishing vice con­ 
ditions, according to a report made 
recently by I. W. Walston, chief of 
police of Wichita. 
The Eaton house is a historic 
hotel, built in the late eighties by 
John B. Carey, and was at the time 
the pride of the state. It was the 
first large hotel to be built in Wi­ 
chita, and was, when first built, the 
stamping grounds of the city’s aris­ 
tocracy. It’s bar was the gathering 
place of many a distinguished com­ 
pany, gathered from 
throughout 
the southwest. 
In 1900 that Mrs. Nations, stir 
red to uction, gavo Kansas one of 


it* first tastes of the reformers 
that were to make the state the 
pioneer in the prohibition move­ 
ment. Mrs. Nations found herself 
in jail as a result of the attack 
but it was so successful fn «rous­ 
ing public sentiment that she con­ 
tinued. 
Now the shadow of ill repute has 
settled again on the building, and 
although it has been cleaned out 
by Chief Walston, It may cause a 
survey to determine what eondi- 
tione* of vice there are in the city, 
and the ghost of Mm. f Nations 
will walk again in its old haunts.
